C:eed. For fuchis the Imperfection of Words, 
that withour the ule of Figurative and Metaphori- 
cal Expreffions no Aurhor whetner Sacred or Pro- 
—phane can in many Things explain his meaning. 
(od himleit as he Speaks to us by the Mouths of 
Men, to, that we may underftand him, he {peaks 
aver che mannerof Men : and for that Reafon he ex- 
preffes chat which isin himfelt by fome Analogy with 
thar which belongs to us; otherwile we cou'd under-. 
ftand nothing concerning him. We cannot think there 


are any fo Ignorant asnot to underftand this, or that 


are fo ill Inftraéted but that they can readily explian 
the meaning ot Chrifts ficting on the Right Hand of God 
t» be only his Solemn Entry upon his Regal Office 
— to Bxecure that full Dominion which was due unto 
him. And therefore we do nor fee any Reafon for 
alrering this Exprefficn only upon a bare Poffibilt- 
ty of irs being miftaken. For if that were a Rea. 
fon, what Expreffi. ns are rhere cither in the Creed 
or Scripture thar oughr nor co be altered ? 

Q. Wey do's the Church of England, Read the 
Apocriphal Books (¢hat are not Cancnical) in ber

A. All Men know our Church's profefled Opi- 
nion concerning the Difference between them and 
the Scripture; and thole thar allow any Liberty for 
Preaching or tor any other Human Compoficion in 
D.vine Service, can have no manner ot Reafon to 
make any Objection again our Reading the Apo- 
criphal Books, which tor their great Antiquity and 
the Profitable Inftruction contained in them have

been always in Efteem next to the Canonical Books 
themfelves, For Ruffinus in Symb. Apoft. having 
reckoned up the Books of Canonical Scripture, 
adds immediately by way of Camtion, “We mutt 
know that other Books there are alfo, which our 
Forefathers have ufed to Name not Canonical 
but Ecclefiaftical Books, as the Book of Wifdom, 
Ecclefiafticus, Tobit, Fudith the Maccabees in the 
Old Teftament ; in the New, the Book of Her- 
mas and fuch others. All which Books and Writ- 
ings they ordered to be Read in Churches, bur 
not to be alledged as if their Authority did bind 
us to Build upon then our Faith. Ocher Writ- 
ings they named Apocriphal which they wou’d not 
have Read in Churches, Thefe Things deliver.. 
ed unto us from the Fathers, we have in this 
Place Thought fit to fet down.” Thus far 
nus. Now our Opinion of chem being declared to 
be the fame with that which he has here defcrib- 
ed, and our Practice in Reading of them being 
grounded upon the Practice of the Primitive 
Church, we need add nothing farther in Vindica-

For firft Men do not 
Swim naturally, becaufe the Body is thereby put 
into fuch Poftures and Motions as that ic cou’d nei- 
ther {upport or advance itfelf untefs Inftrudted by 
Art and Experience. Other Animals Swim indeed 
naturally becaule the fame Pofture and Way of 
Motion ferves in them tor Progreffion as well by 
Warer as Land: Buz Man muft change his natu- 
ral Krect into a prone Pofture: In Progreffion by 


Land the Legs move Succeffively, in Water both. 


together : Jn one the Pofition of the Legs and Arms 
Uu 
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is parallel, ia the other they make all forts of An- 
les. To perform each ot thele and yet keep the 
Body in a juft Poile fo that no part of it fhall pre- 
ponderate, dues undoubredly require the aififtance 
of Art. Befides if Swimaning were a natural Opera- 
rion this wou'd be {een in an Extremity of Danger, 
whea Nature is allowed to exert ber Operations 
to the utmoft. for her Prefervacion. What then 1s 
the Reafon thar thofe that had not before Learned 
the Arc of Swimming do not Efcape Drowning as 
well as thofe that had? They Struggie as much for 
Life as the other, and are not fo appailed with 
Fear as to neglect mcans of prelerving themfelves 
thar a:¢ capable of: From whence it 1s p!ain 
is Guly waar of Art char them to Pe- 
rith. ASfor Drowned Perens rioaung the Ninch 
Day after they are Sue’ take wat tobe a Grounu- 
lefs Error, becaufe che Kealon why they Float is 
thar the Body is rar.acd and tts Sprefic Gravity 
diminifhed by being long ttce;ead in Water. But 
this may be pertorm’d tn a greater or leis I iaie ac- 
cording co the d firent Denfiy of the Body, 
the br sking of the Gail dos no way affect umels 
as it promoves the Putrefa€tion of the Bucy, and 
senders it more Turgid and Spaivous, As for the 
Pofture in which Men and Wowen Fioar we 
-tharis wholly Catnal, and the Vulgar Opinioa 
concerning grounded neither upon Realon nor 
Obfervation. |

HE Letters from Genca, June the 22d. ad- 
vife thar part of the Confederate Fleet 
which Sailed towards Sardina to oblerve

Sailed from thence with a Eleven Tran{ports full 
of Men in order to make the Defcent ; that on that 
Day they received an Exprefs that the Enemy had 


Janded {everal hundred Men at Terra Nova, on 


the Eaft part of that Ifland, but were all furrounded 
and curt to pieces by a Body of Horfe what were 
pofted on that Quarter by the Command of the 
Viceroy, except the Commander the Marquis de St. 
Philip, who was taken Prifoner. The advices from 
the Camp before Doway July the 6th. are that the 
Preparittons in the Defences of the Town are In 
fo great forwardnets, that Difpofitions are making 
for the March of the Army into the Enemy's Cour- 
that the Body Commanded by Gene- 
ral Fagel and Count Veblen are according ordered 
‘to joyn the Armics to which they belong to Mor- 
row, and other Detratchments are Commanded at 
the {ame time to level the Entrenchments between 
Vitry and Montigny ; that Provifions of Bread are 
likewife preparing {ufficient for the {ubfiftance of 
the Troops for Eight Days, which will arrive from 
Tournay on Wednefday ; thar the Marefchal de 
Villars, who continues with thc Main Body of his 
Army in his former Camp, has fent feveral De- 
tachments to reinforce the Garrifons of {uch Towns 
as by his prefent fituation he feem to have aban- 
doned ; that he has fent fome Brigades likewile to 
Work at the Lines they are making from Pont 


d’Ugy on a {mall River which falls into the Scarpe |
